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ANNUAL    REPORT    OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDENT    OF    SCHOOLS 

To  the  School  District  of  Dorchester: 

Hereby  submitted  is  my  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

After  the  writing  of  my  report  for  last  year,  the 
school  in  Dorchester  continued  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner.  Achievement  tests  were  given  to  all  pupils 
in  the  spring  and  the  results  indicated  that  m.ost  of 
the  pupils  were  on  a  par  with  the  national  norm  for 
boys  and  girls  of  similar  ages  and  grades. 

I  feel  strongly  that  you  have  do'ne  the  proper  thing 
in  closing  the  Cheever  School  and  sending  your  pu- 
pils to  another  school  district  en  a  tuitioii  basis.  J 
realize  that  a  town  loses  something  when  it  has  no 
school  and  I  felt  as  I  am  sure  others  do  that  they 
were  very  sorrv  to  see  it  go.  However  in  this  par- 
ticular case,  when  aH  thi^e'5  were  taken  into  consid- 
eration, it  seems  to  me  th^t  the  move  you  have  made 
has  been  campletely  justified. 

I  have  made  several  visits  to  the  Canaan  Schools 
and  have  found  each  time  that  the  Dorchester  child- 
ren there  are  enjoying  themselves  completely  and  pro- 
bably are  receiving  better  instruction  than  before. 
Your  children  are  growing  socially  as  well  as  educat 
lonally  from  the  experience  that  they  now  are  having. 
A  school  where  youngsters  of  a  single  age  can  meet 
and  play  together  does  have  distinct  advantages. 

Also  in  my  visits  I  have  inspected  and  eaten  in  the 
school  hot  lunch  program-  It  is  a  fine  program,  well 
run,  v/ith  excellent  meals  being  served,    i  am  not  sure 
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at  this  point  how  many  of  your  children  are  taking 
advantage  of  the  lunch  program,  but  I  do  feel  that 
this,  too,  is  part  of  an  educational  experience  and 
whereever  parents  can  afford  to  do  so,  1  would  urge 
them  to  have  their  children  participate  in  the  lunch 
program  there. 

I  think  the  people  of  Dorchester  are  to  be  compli- 
mented and  congratulated  on  this  forward  step  which 
they  have  taken.  I  can  assure  you  that  as  your  Sup- 
erintendent I  shall  check  on  the  situation  periodically 
and  shall  keep  your  school  board  informed  as  to 
the  progress  of  the  children  or  any  other  matters  per- 
taing  to  school. 

If  you,  the  citizens  of  Dorchester,  have  problems  or 
questions  relating  to  the  education  of  children,  please 
feel  free  to  call  on  me  for  advice  or  counsel  and  I 
shall  be  more  than  willing  to  help  you  if  I  can.

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Explanation  of  Superintendent's  Salary 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  requires  that  school  district  an- 
nual reports  show  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  super- 
intendent as  per  the  following  quotation.  :- 

"Reports.       Each  superintendent  of  a  supervisory- 
union   shall   annually  prepare  a  report  showing 
the    total    salary    paid    "to    the    superintendent, 
which  report  shall  show  in  detail  the  amount  de- 
rived from  the  per  capita  tax  and  the  amount  paid 
directly  by   each   school  district  in  the   union." 
One  half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  pro- 
rated among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  union 
on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuation.     One  half  lis  pro- 
rated on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in 
the  schools  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June 
30th-   The  Superintendent  of  Supervisory  Union  No.  48 
during   1954-1955   received  a  salary  of  $5825  which 
was  made  up  as  follows:-  $2,500  paid  from  the  per- 
capita  tax   and   $3325   pro-rated   among  the   several 
school  districts.    Allowance  of  $750  for  travel  within 
the  union  was  also  pro-rated  as  stated  above.
